The long agitation for a law which

^ new law will go Into effect which 


will require the carrying of lights by 
all vehicles except those loaded with 
hay or those drawn by hand. The ex- 
emptions^of the old law more than ne- 
gated the benefits arising from it, and 
the constanl reminders' of Its inade- 
quacy, as given -by serious, accidents, 
should have i compelled earlier legisla- 
tive action. '' There were some drivers

justice of the old scheme, did

were a menace to highway traffic will 
be obliged to amend their ways.
